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No Longer Reluctant Immigrants 


AnEditorial for the FEourth of July， 

In the past, the Chinese in America were mostly 
reluctant immigrants， They were forced to leave 
China to seek a livelihood overseas because of 
economic or political pressures. Ihese .immigrants 
worked hard all their lives, hoping to save UDP enough 
money to return to China to live in retirement. 工 hey 
would never dream of the day of permanently settling 
in the United States or any foreign land and raising 
their children and grandchildren outside of China. 

These early imnmigrants ”reluctance to assimilate 
and to take root in this country is understandable. 
The Chinese have always been a proud race and have 
considered China the greatest country on earth. 
Leaving ones birthplace and travelling thousands of 
mijles to far o 圭 places was an act no one envied. One 
of the more common punishments 记 ancient China 
was exile 一 snding- people far away fom :their 
homes. Those who had to leave China were often 
reluctant and under the most trying circumstances. 
Seeking a livelihood overseas was the last resort for 
Imany, The early immigrants often felt that they were 

_heipless，somewhat ashamed that they had to_ leave 
home，but determined to keep strong ties to their 
ancestral ljand. - 

When they arrived in this country iD the oldemn 
days，the immigrants found a hostile atmosphere 
toward the Chinese that was mo help ip changing 
their image of the outside world，Racial bias and 
discrimination against the immigrants confirmed 
their fear and distrust against the non-Chinese. 
卫 ventually, even though most immigrants decided to 
stay in the United States, their reluctance to integrate 
with the jlarger community and their cautious 
approach to American jlife have infuenced the 
following generations， As ai result，the mood of 
isolation and alienation is very miuch in evidence ip 
present-day Chinese communities. 

The age of the reluctant immigrant 友 gone，and 
should not be allowed to revive. We are in a period 
when immigration as well as the choice of citizenship 
is voluntary. With so much two-way travel across the 
Pacific Ocean，Chinese in the United States have 
ample opportunity to see, to.compare，and to make 
decisions as to where to make their homes. If they are 
strongly tied to a jlife-style iD Asia，there are many 
Opportunities open to them over there, 再 owever,， 让 


anyone is attracted to making a home in America; he : 


or She should know that there is a huge difference 
between now andthetime ofthe pioneers. 

Unlike the Chinese pioneers，Chinese Americans 
today live here because we love this land. We are 
American citizens, not a dual national of the United 
States and China, nor a half citizen, We believe in a 
full and equal citizenship, a citizenship by choice and 
not convenience，Just as we are proud of our 
citizenship，we are prIoud of our ancestry， We are 
proud of the splendid culture and civilization of 
China and the Chinese peoples contribution to the 
Progress of the global community. Although we w 记 
not involve ourselves in China's internal politics，we 
will work for understanding and friendship between 
the U.S. and China. We believe strongly:that 让 if 诅 
the interest of the U.S3. and China，particularly the 
Chinese Americans, thatthetwo nations live in peace 
and harmony. Any conflict between the two nations 
will，undoubtedly， aqdversely affect the Chinese 
Americans，
